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You might want to sit down for this news I’m about to 
lay on you: it’s the 25th anniversary of Darkwing Duck! 


ts true. . . Darkwing Duck debuted on the Dis- 
ney Channel on September 7, 1991, as a sneak pre- 

view, before beginning a run in autumn of 1991. 

The show was a groundbreaking first for Disney, 

as it focused more on action than it did on adven- 
ture, and because it combined more slapstick elements 
with genre parody than previous cartoons had. The series 
proved extremely popular with viewers, and joined other 
hit shows like Disney DuckTales, Disney Chip ’n Dale 
Rescue Rangers, Disneys Goof Troop, Disney TaleSpin, and 
Disneys Adventures of the Gummi Bears in a heretofore 
unheard of weekday programming block dubbed “The 
Disney Afternoon’—a programming block that has been 
referred to as the golden age of Disney television anima- 
tion (at least by everyone listed on the credits page of this 
comic you're holding). 

The Disney Afternoon had an incredible impact on 
an entire generation .. . not the least of which was a kid 
named Aaron Sparrow. My brother and I were already 
huge duck fans, devouring episodes of Duck Tales. When 


Darkwing Duck was announced, we couldn't wait for its 


debut—we already loved superheroes, and mashing them 
with Disney ducks seemed like the proverbial “two great 
tastes that go great together.” 

And the show did not disappoint. It was everything 
I had hoped it would be, and more. Not only did it have 
the action and humor | wanted . . . it had heart. To this 
day, I cannot watch the pilot, “Darkly Dawns the Duck,” 
without getting a lump in my throat when Gosalyn, Dark- 
wing’s eventual adopted daughter, laments how many times 
she’s been passed over on adoption day at the orphanage. It’s a 
heartrending moment, poignantly performed by the late, great 
Christine Cavanaugh. 

And speaking of the voice actors—this show had an 
amazing ensemble cast. With Jim Cummings as Darkwing 
Duck/Negaduck, Terry McGovern as Launchpad McQuack, 
Dan Castellaneta as Megavolt, Michael Bell as Quackerjack, 
Rob Paulsen as Steelbeak, Katie Leigh as Honker Muddle- 
foot, Jack Angel as The Liquidator, and Tino Insana as Dr. 
Reginald Bushroot—to say nothing of players like Frank 
Welker and Tress MacNeille—the show was loaded with gi- 
ants in the voice-acting world. These were the people who, 
along with producers Alan Zaslove and Tad Stones, and a 
host of writers and crew, brought Darkwing Duck to life. 

To say the show had an impact on me was an understate- 
ment. I was already a fan of all things Disney, but the show 
was so unique even among its amazing fellow Disney shows, 
that I was enthralled. I bought everything Darkwing Duck I 
could find: action figures, banks, lamps, video games, even a 
pen emblazoned with the daring duck of mystery that I found 
at a Disney on Ice show my brother and I attended solely be- 
cause it starred Darkwing Duck. 

‘The animated show was so ingrained in my consciousness 
that long after it was off the air, I built a story in my head as to 
how Id bring back the character if the opportunity were ever 
given to me. A pipe dream, to be sure, but I was always adding 
layers to it whenever my mind wandered back to St. Canard. 
Little did I know, the universe had a reason for that. 
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After having had the great privilege of overseeing the 
Duck Knight's return to comics back in 2009 (a run that’s now 
permanently enshrined in the beautiful and fairly enormous 
book, Darkwing Duck: The Definitively Dangerous Edition) 
my years of hinting, begging, crying, bartering, and holding a 
boombox over my head outside of Disney’s window has paid 
off with yet another new series for fans like us who have been 
wondering what became of D.W. over the past few decades. 

Much of the “Definitively Dangerous” creative team is 
back in an ongoing series of all-new stories that begins in this 
very issue. We're all incredibly lucky to have James Silvani, ar- 
tistic dynamo and hat enthusiast, continue lending his come- 
dic timing and action scene agility to his favorite ducks. An- 
drew Dalhouse and Deron Bennett were—and still are—our 
first choices for traffic-stopping color work and masterful let- 
tering that make other books wildly envious. We understand 
the responsibility we have to tell thrilling stories that make 
you laugh, and to honor the legacy of the creators who gave us 
these characters we love 25 years ago. 

James and I have a lot of fun things planned, and we 
couldn't be happier that you've decided to join us as we take 
the Masked Mallard into his next exciting chapter. There are 
so many people to thank—our friends at Disney, the amazing 
staff at Joe Books, letterer David Hopkins, our editors Jesse 
Post and R. Janice Orlando, Tad Stones, and most impor- 
tantly, all of you reading this. It’s you, the unfaltering fans of 
all things Disney Afternoon, who have kept the dream alive 
and continue to do so today! 

Let’s get dangerous!
